(A) OUTCOME OF ISSUES IN JUNE CONFERENCE WILL WEIGH 
HEAVILY IN DETERMINING WHETHER TRENDS ABOUT WHICH US HAS 
BREN CONCERNED ARE SUFEICIENTLY MODIFIED TO PERMIT US TO 
REMAIN IN ILO. 

(B) US BELIEVES THAT SUBSTANTIAL SUPPORT EXISTS FOR PRE- 
SERVING FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES OF ILO. IT HOPES THAT THIS 
SUPPORT WILL BE REFLECTED IN CONFERENCE ON SPECIFIC ISSUES 
AND THAT HOST GOVERNMENT WILL VOTE IN ACCORD WITH ITS 
NATIONAL INTEREST IN SUPPORTING THESE PRINCIPLES, AN
